C H A N G ED T H E IR CAMP. 
P in e R id g e A g k n c y , S. D., Jan. 16.— 
The hostiles all broke camp at an early 
hour and came into the agency and 
took the positions designated by Gener­ 
al Miles for them. There was no demon­ 
stration. 
Every thing 
went along 
smooth. 
They are all peaceful, but 
hungry. This will end the trouble. 
Frank Grourard, the scout, estimates 
the number of lodges at 742. though he 
can not estimate the number of Indians. 
The latter can not. however, be less 
than J,500. The Indian camp two miles 
from the agency has been broken up. 
General llrooke has been ordered to 
march with his command from below 
the mission to this point. 
A part of his 
command will camp on the west bank 
of 
White Clay, extending north of 
the Indians, while another will Hank 
them on the west and south. 
The advance guard of the hostiles had 
scarcely reached the agency when Big 
Road sent word that he had collected 
the arms of his followers and wanted 
to surrender them to the agency. When 
the weapons came in they were found 
to 
consist 
of simply 
two 
short 
guns, a heavy rifle and a lnoken car­ 
bine, two Sharp rifles and one Winches­ 
te r-n in e guns in all. This surrender 
is an evidence that the Indians do not 
propose to give up all their guns, 
and 
that 
they have 
hidden 
their 
best weapons 
on 
the 
hills. 
On 
this 
basis, 
the entire hostile band , 
would be expected to* give up In the ' 
neighborhood of loo guns, when it is 
known that every buck is the owner of 
a weapon. 
American Horse, Standing 
Bear, White Bird and Spotted Horse, 
friendly chiefs, are now asking protec­ 
tion from the hostiles who have camped 
among them. 
It is not likely that General Miles 
will be satisfied with the disarming of 
the Indians on the basis of Big Roads* 
surrender. 
If he should not be, some 
people here consider that the -difficulty 
s far from being settled. 
In the afternoon the Brules aban­ 
doned their proposed camp near Red 
Cloud’s house and pitched their tepees 
with the Ogallalas, forming a camp 
nearly 
u 
mile 
and 
a 
half 
in 
length, connecting with the friend­ 
lies south of the agency. The main 
part of the camp extends westward 
from White Clay creek up the bluffs, 
on the summit of which the Indians 
have posted pickets to guard against 
surprise. They took possession of the 
bluffs just about the time the main 
body reached its camping ground, sud­ 
denly appearing as a deploying party 
both mounted and on foot, after the 
most approved military fashion. 
Since the surrender of Big Road of 
the nine rifles referred to nothing has 
been heard from the hostile camp. All 
the guns, rifle and Hotchkiss are, liow- 
ever, trained in that direction, and indi­ 
cations of life there will be watched 
with interest. To-day it is expected that 
the other chiefs will turn over to Agent 
Pierce the arms of their followers, but 
it is doubted whether the surrender 
will exhaust the supply of hostiles. 
The Indians of Big Road have followed 
in the m atter of giving up their mis­ 
erable 
weapons the example of Big 
Foot’s 
warriors at 
the time of the 
fight on Wounded Knee. 
It is doubt­ 
ful 
whether 
General 
Miles 
will 
order 
a 
search 
of 
their tepees 
for more arms. 
There is also a 
certainty that he will not seek for hid­ 
den weapons in the Bad Lands or near 
the camp sites w'hich the hostiles have 
abandoned. Such being the case, the 
Indians will scarcely miss the weapons 
which they have surrendered or will 
voluntarily surrender, knowing that 
they may at any time regain posession 
of those which they have temporarily 
stored away in their tepees or in the 
hills. 
During the afternoon General Brooke, 
accompanied by Major Benham and 
Aids Truitt and Roe, came in. General 
Brooke called on General Miles and 
later returned to his camp, which is 
pitched but a short distance outside the 
northern breastworks. 
His command 
near the mission has been divided and 
all of the divisions are either moving 
in 
this direction or 
have already 
arrived. 
General 
Carr reached the 
beef 
corral 
Thursday 
night w ith 
troops A, Captain Blockson; C, Captain 
Stanton; 
I), 
Lieutenant 
Scott; E, 
Captain Kramer; F, Captain IL Carter; 
j G, Captain Frank West. H, Captain 
[ Wallace; I, Lieutenant Sands, and K, 
Captain Kerr. 
General 
Wheaton is 
now flanking the Indians on the wrest 
and Colonel Sanford is flanking them on 
the east. 
It is said that the hostiles are in very 
bad humor. They are suspicious of the 
military and are exercising the same 
vigilance in guarding against a surprise 
as if they had not agreed to come in 
While every thing looks like peace, the 
Indians have now’ a better position than 
ever before if they choose to stampede 
Some of the bucks told an Indian scout 
that in their present place they had the 
agency at their mercy. This is prob­ 
ably bravado, pure and simple, born of 
the fact that being conquered they want 
to make a last show’ of spirit. 
Colonel Forsythe has received a dia- 
mond-hilted sword from settlers in the 
vicinity of the reservation. The Colonel 
will not make an acknowledgment of 
its receipt until after the report of the 
investigating committee appointed to 
look into the Wounded Knee affair has 
been made public. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 
16.—A telegram 
was received at the War Department 
Thursday from General Miles asking 
permission for a number of Sioux chiefs 
to visit Washington for the purpose of 
conferring with the President in re­ 
gard to their condition. 
After consult­ 
ing with Secretary Noble Secretary 
Proctor telegraphed General Miles giv­ 
ing the desired permission. 
In the Senate Thursday morning Sen­ 
ator Dawes (Mass.), from the commit­ 
tee on Indian affairs, reported a resolu­ 
tion, which was referred to the commit­ 
tee on contingent expenses, directing an 
inquiry into the condition of the In­ 
dians in North and South Dakota, Mon­ 
tana aud elsewhere, the causes leading 
to the 
occupation of 
Indian reser­ 
vations 
by 
the 
troops, 
whether 
treaties with the Indians have been 
fulfilled; concerning arms and muni­ 
tions of war in possession of the In­ 
dians; what steps are needed to disarm 
them; and whether the care and con­ 
trol of Indians living in tribal relations 


should be transferred to any othUr 
partment of the Government. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , Jan. IG.—The exec­ 
utive committee of the Indian Rights 
Association has formulated and adopted 
an appeal to the citizens of th*.* country 
in behalf of 
the Indians. The ap­ 
peal reviews 
the 
work that 
has 
been 
done among the Indians by 
the 
various 
denominational 
bodies 
an*] the causes of the present uprising 
among them. 
It declares that the most 
important requisite is a single, responsi­ 
ble, competent head for the Indian 
affairs, 
who 
shall 
report to 
the 
President directly. The Indian serv­ 
ice 
should 
be 
wholly 
from 
the 
interference of partisan politics, and 
should 
continue 
its 
policy undis­ 
turbed by changing administrations. 
The appeal also 
recommends 
that 
officers be detailed to serve as Indian 
agents and that sufficient money be 
appropriated by Congress to permit the 
education of all Indian youth and the 
maintenance of a thoroughly effective 
service.

THE SECRET OUT. 


The Caucus Nom inate* Him for Senator 
F arw ell’* S ea t—Senator Blair Fails to 
Secure a R enom ination in 
New H am pshire. 


Prof. K och M akes K now n th e C om posi­ 
tion anti Ingredients o f His Lymph for 
th e Cure of C onsum ption.

bacilla in a solution of glycerine, which 
latter forms from 40 to 50 per eent. of 
the compound. The lymph, he says, 
is a derivation of albumen, and he 
acknowledges that it contains a mass 
of necrotic substance that attacks even 
certain sound tis-*ie.s of the b«xly when 
injected. 
Prof. Koch, in his communication 
making know n the composition of the 
famous curative lymph, says: 
“S o far as I have been able to review th© 
many statem ents 
published and 
communi­ 
cations 
received, 
my 
indications 
have 
been 
fully 
aud 
completely 
confirmed. 
The 
general 
consensus 
of 
the 
opinions 
thus expressed is th at the 
remedy has a 
specific effect upon the tubercular tissues and 
is, therefore, applicable as a very delicate and 
sure agent for the discovery of latent and the 
diagnosis ot doubtful 
tubercular processes. 
Most of the reports received agree th a t many 
of the patients have shown more or less pro­ 
nounced improvement 
In a few cases even a 
cure has been effected. 
A fter sufficient confirmatory testing, the 
im portance of the remedy is proved. My next 
task is to extend my study of the remedy be­ 
yond the field where it has hitherto been ap­ 
plied, and if possible to apply the principle un­ 
derlying the discovery to other diseases.” 
Dr. Koch then gives a long technical 
description of his experiments leading 
to the perfection of the lymph, which 
would hardly interest the lay reader 
and which only a bacteriologist could 
fully understand.

P a r i s , Jan. IG.—It is rumored here 
that Mr. Parnell is about to retire from 
the contest and to surrender his leader- 
hip of the Irish party. 
As at present 
arranged the final meeting will take 
place in a few days when Mr. Justin 
McCarthy will probably be accepted as 
the leader of the Irish party.

O'Brien, who had been thought to have 
succumbed to Mr. Parnell’s persuasive 
arguments, will now, it is said, support 
Mr. McCarthy’s election, which only 
needs Mr. Dillon’s approval.

GOVERNOR PECK\S MESSAGE. 
There are some points in the me'sage 
delivered by Governor Peck to the legis­ 
lature on Thursday to which no person of 
fair understanding eau take ex sept ion 
All that part of the document which 
urges a brief session of the legislature, sn 
eeonomiosl expenditure of money, s out 
ting down of the cumber of employes in 
and about both houses, abolishing use­ 
less boards and officer, and the like, will 
receive the endorsement of ail intelligent 
eitlzens. If the legislature shall enact a 
law making the state responsible for the 
safe-keeping of moneys deposited in 
national back?, there is no good reaeon 
why the interest on such deposit should 
not revert to the treasury. 
In the messages^will be round this 
paragraph: 
Another practice bas added to the dif­ 
ficulty mentioned. This is the payment 
in advance, quarterly, of the regular an 
anal appropriations for the maintenance 
of the various public institutions which 
derive support from the state. This mon­ 
ey 
should remain 
in the 
treasury 
to 
be disbursed 
as 
needs 
re­ 
quire. 
The 
general 
fund, 
by 
these methods, can be kept at all times 
adequate to the demands made upon it 
instead of being periodically largely 
overdrawn, because moneys not yet ac­ 
tually expended have been paid out in 
advance of necessity, aud often, peihaps 
for the mere convenience or advantage 
o peoial treasure. 
This paragraph needs contradiction 
The board having in oharge the expen­ 
ditures of money on account of the var­ 
ious public institutions does not draw 
from the treasury quarterly in advance 
any money wbioh has been (appropriated 
for their enpport. An estimate ii made 
every month of the expenditures for the 
public iostitutions for the following 
month, and the secretary of state draws 
his warrant on the state treasury for the 
amount. This is a plain, practical, busi- 
nass-like method, and the convenience 
or advantage of no "special treasurers," 
is aver taken into account. 
Governor Peck makes one recommen­ 
dation which should meet with the 
hearty approval of all who have the in­ 
terest of the state st heart. He recom­ 
mends the abolition of both the state 
board of supervision and the state board 
of charities. Practically, there is a need 
of but one board, aud a new one organ­ 
ised out of the remains of the old boards 
or composed of the light kind of new ma­ 
terial, will serve the state sufficiently 
wall. 
There are other recommendations in 
the message which need no special no­ 
tice. Every observing and fair-minded 
man oan judge for himself as to the wis­ 
dom of the points whioh the 
governor 
makes in regard to state affairs. On the 
whole it will be warmly commended by 
his political friends, and thsre is not 
much in it whioh republicans can con­ 
demn, excepting, of oourse, bis com­ 
ments on the Bennett law.

EN G LAN D S E E K S PROTECTION. 
The theory of fraa trade has very aptly 
been pronounced "a science based on as­ 
sumptions.” 
The correctness of this 
diagnosis finds confirmation in the ner­ 
vousness of the average free trade advo­ 
cate when confronted by the cold facts of 
history and business experience. 
N J country has ever succeeded in at­ 
taining national prominence in the ab ­ 
sence of a rigid regard for the defense o* 
those induEtnes rendered practicable by 
reason of natural resources and the abil­ 
ity of its people to make and keep them­ 
selves in most part independent of busi­ 
ness rivals mother countries. 
England is at once the inspirit on of 
free trade evangelism in the United 
States and the model to which free trade 
attorneys invariably point as their ideal 
of eoooomio government. Yet, within 
recollection of men cow living, when 
modifying its policy, the British Parlia­ 
ment repealed a cede of laws, certain 
provisions of which would make the pro­ 
tective features of our present tariff seem 
the extreme of conservatism. 
It was 
not until after three centuries cf protec­ 
tion, and when confronted with the fact 
that British acres could not longer meet 
the demand for bread and meat for 
British tables, that parliament ventured 
|0 repeal the corn laws and to remove 
the barriers of defense from about thos e 
products of manufacture that rigid pro­ 
tection had brought to a then unparal­ 
leled perfection. 
This chapter of British history, though 


bo rigidly excluded from the speeches of 
those who are seeking to Anglicize the 
policy cf this country, one that the pat­ 
riotic student of the situation cannot af­ 
ford.
